Mystery of ‘Shorty’

John P. (Shorty) Sonnen, St. 
Louis gambler and real estate 
operator who went to Germany last 
December ostensibly. to convert an 
estate into cash, died in Germany 
under mysterious circumstances 
June 14, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP).—

Peter’ Riedel, air attache of the 
German Embassy, who holds the 
altitude and distance records for 
gliders in the United States, went to 
visit a friend last Armistice day, 
Nov. 11.

President Expresses Earnest 
Hope War Will End Soon 
So Finland Can Continue

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt conferred with 
Jesse Jones, Federal Loan Admin- 
istrator, and Norman Davis, chair- 
man of the Red Cross, today on new 
plans for extending help to the 
civilian population of Finland. 

The conferences were held after 
Roosevelt had expressed to Presi- 
Gent Kallio of Finland his “earnest 
hope” that the Russian-Finnish 
war vould end soon, that the 
little Baltic nation might continue 
its steady development “untrou- 
bled.” 

The President cabled the Finnish 
leader on the occasion of the twen- 
ty-second anniversary of Finland’s 
independence. 

“This anniversary,” said Roose- 
velt, “on which the Finnish people 
recall with pride the achievement 
of their independence, gives me yet 
another welcome occasion to voice 
the whole-hearted esteem felt for 
them and for their Government by 
the people and Government of the 
United States. 

“It is my earnest hope that these 
tragic days may not be long in 
giving way to a happier era to per- 
mit the Finnish people to continue, 
untroubled, the steady development 
of their political and social institu- 
tions which have aroused the ad- 
miration of the American people.” 

Goes Beyond Usual Message. 

President Roosevelt customarily 
cables the heads of foreign states 
on the occasion of anniversaries, 
but officials said his message to 
the President of Finland went far 
beyond his usual expressions of 
felicitation. 

The message was written with 
the collaboration of the State De- 
partment.

AID TO FINLAND, 
WITH NEUTRALITY

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Although 
proposing to give stricken Finland 
practical aid, President Roosevelt 
is avoiding any diplomatic ges- 
ture which Soviet Russia could in- 
terpret as an unneutral act. 

Roosevelt made this clear at his 
press conference late yesterday, 
when he volunteered the informa- 
tion that he had instructed Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
to put in a “suspended account” the 
$234,693 World War debt instalment 
Finland will pay Dec. 15.

HITLER CALLS ON 
VON MACKENSEN ON 
HIS 90TH BIRTHDAY 


Army Also Presents White 
Horse to Germany’s Famous 
Cavalry General. 


BERLIN, Dec. 6 (AP).—Adolf 
Hitler personally visited Field Mar- 
shal August von Mackensen, one of 
the foremost cavalry leaders in Ger- 
man military history, today on the 
latter’s ninetieth birthday. 

Hitler offered his congratulations 
at the Field Marshal's hereditary 
farm at Bruessow in Pommerania, 
Village church bells rang as the 
Fuehrer drove through cheering 
crowds, 

Colonel-General Walther von 
Brauchitsch, commander-in-chief of 
the German army, presented a 
white horse to von Mackensen on 
behalf of the army. 

Von Mackensen was a close friend 
and military adviser of the Kaiser, 
and during the World War won 
fame which made him a rival of 
Field Marshal Paul von Hinden- 
burg as the popular hero of Ger- 
many. 

Von Mackensen led his troops in 
a smashing drive in 1915 which 
drove the Russians from Poland. 
He was made a Field Marshal and 
given supreme command of the 
campaign in the Balkans. In seven 
weeks he occupied Serbla. He re- 
mained in the Balkan post until the 
end of the war. 

Von Mackensen gave Hitler a 
farewell reminiscent of imperial 
Germany when he shouted “God 
with the Fuehrer” from the terrace 
as Hitler departed,

British warships have cut off 
that line of communication, leaving 
Germany only two limited routes— 
by rail and by Danube barge. There 
is little prospect that the Nazis will 
be able to boost commerce through 
these two sources to the pre-war 
level of shipments by sea. 

Rumania, above all, wants to re- 
frain from any move which would 
give the Germans an excuse to 
march into its rich petroleum and 
wheat fields as they did in 1916.

Figures on Oil for Germany. 

Since the war started, Germany 
has been getting a greater percent- 
age of Rumania’s oil than in normal 
times, but less in actual volume. 

In 1936, Germany and Czecho- 


Slovakia got 80,000 tons of Ru- 


manian oil a month, about one- 


fourth of the total petroleum ex- 


ports. 
The German-Rumanian trade 
agreement of last March opened 


the way for increased oil exports, 
and the monthly average from Jan- 


oil exports, for the month's total 
fell to 208,981 tons. 

October figures are not yet avail- 
able, but the Germans were under- 
stood to have fared better than in 
September for the rail and Danube 
routes became better organized. 

Now, however, the Danube is 
freezing sufficiently to halt naviga- 
tion for the next three months, 
leaving only the rail route. Rail 
shipments are expensive and, fur- 
thermore, the lines can handle only 
small amounts since they are sin- 
gle-track and the number of tank 
cars is limited. 

Decline in Farm Goods. 

Agricultural shipments to Ger- 
many appear likewise to have di- 
minished—and for the same rea- 
son. Germany is paying Rumania 
for foodstuffs in manufactured 
goods under their clearing agree- 
ment and for oil mostly in muni- 
tions, which the Bucharest Govern- 
ment credits as cash. 

Big shipments of cannon, shells, 
airplanes, trucks, tanks and other 
war equipment have been rolling 
into Rumania in recent weeks, 
much of it from the famed Skoda 
'works in Bohemia on orders placed 
before the collapse of Czecho-Slo- 
vakia. 

Some observers regard the arms 
shipments as an indication Ger- 
many wants to strengthen Rumania 
against a possible Russian attack. 

In the event of any invasion, the 
Rumanian Government has plans 
for blasting oil wells out of commis- 
sion.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP).— 
State and Treasury Department of- 
ficials indicated today that the 
Govirnment intended to protect its 
rights un-er international law even 
though this course might mean ex- 
penses and del’ ~» to American ship- 
ping lines. 

The question of American ship- 
ping rights arose informally ip con- 
nection with Great Britain's navi- 
cert system—a policy under which 


British consulates issue naval cer- 
tificates showing that American ex- 
ports to neutral European countries 
are not objectionable to Great Brit- 
ain, 

The system was designed to ex- 
pedite the flow of American com- 
merce through the British contra- 
band patrol to neutral countries 
and to save time and trouble for 
the patrol. In most cases, it would 
permit a ship master carrying a 
cargo completely covered by navi- 
certs to pass quickly through the 
patrol. 

Shipping Lines’ Position. 

There were report.. that some 
shipping lines, anxious to avoid the 
expensive delays involved when 
their vessels were o-dered into port 
for inspection, would refuse to ac- 
cept unnavicerted shipments. 

Regarding this as an infringe- 
ment on rights of American export- 
ers and the nation’s maritime 
rights, the Treasury called atten- 
tion to a 1917 statute permitting it 
to refuse sailing privileges to any 
vessel whose master declined to ac- 
cept freight in good condition when 
he had space accommodations. 

Officials said today that the law 
had n quoted specifically to one 
company, and that others would be 
warned if they declined to accept 
unnavicerted cargoes. 
lines should require navicerts on 
all shipments, it was said, then 
their vessels would not be allowed 
to leave American ports. 

Reports from New York said 
that the American Export Line 
would require navicerts on all ship- 
ments to Italian and Spanish ports 
beginning Dec. 15, but Treasury of- 
ficials said they had not been ad- 
vised of this. 

The Italian Line reported that it 
would demand navicerts beginning 


Dec. 15 and that it expected the 


new system to “minimize the de- 
plorable situation” resulting from 
delays by the contraband patrol. 

The Black Diamond Line said 
that it was suggesting that its ship- 
pers obtain navicerts, but Victor 
Sudman, president, asserted that 
“as common carriers we cannot de- 
mand them and refuse to ship 
unnavicerted goods.” 

48 U. S. Ships Detained. 

Between Sept. 1 and Nov. 17, the 
State Department reported 48 cases 
in which belligerents detained 
American ships for examination. 
The detentions, averaging 
days each, were attributed to Great 
Britain, responsible for 33; France, 
10; Germany, four, and an uniden- 
tified vessel, one. 

Ship owners have contended that 
such delays may bring spoilage of 
cargoes, involve thousands of dol- 
lars of additional expense, prohibit 
the fulfillment of contracts and in- 
jure the whole American merchant 
marine by making its delivery 
Schedules undependable.

New Laws, Give Offended 
Team Chance to Score 
Field Goal Following 
Technical Foul.

To prevent “stalling,” which, 
late years, has stunted the growth 
and development of college basket- 
ball in this and other sections, “the 
‘Rules Committee has made several 
changes for this year which should 
greatly aid in the elimination of 


in 


As an illustration, say a team is 
leading by two points with only 


seconds to go. The leading team 
has taken the legal five times out. 
They deliberately call another — a 
technical foul, which, under the old 
rule, gave the non-leading team 4 
single shot at the basket, after 
which the ball went back to cen- 
ter, where play could be held un- 
'til time was up. Now, however, 
lafter a technical foul, the team has 
the option of taking a free throw 
or taking the ball out of bounds 
‘and taking a chance on a full goal. 

After a personal foul has been 
called, the offended team can 
either take its shot or take the ball 
out of bounds, if only a single shot 
is awarded. Or, if two shots have 
been given, the offended team can 
take one of the two and then take 
the ball out. of bounds. 


They'll Be in There Fighting. 


It is easily seen that, with these 
changes, there will be two teams 
in there trying every minute to 
score in the waning minutes and 
thus a very objectionable feature 
will be removed. ; 

Other changes in the rules are 
mainly in the wording, though now 
any player on the team can Call 
for time out. This formerly was 
the exclusive privilege of the cap- 
tain. Also,” if there is an extra 
period of play, a sixth time-out is 
permitted without penalty.

FFICIAL reluctance in Wash-

King George Tramps Through Mud

WITH THE BRITISH FORCES 
IN FRANCE, Dec. 6 (By Wireless). 
| FTER his first night in France 
A at the chateau of Viscount 
| Gort, the British Commander- 
in-Chief, King George VI set out 
at 8:50 yesterday morning for a long 
iday with his army and air force in 
the field. 

The weather was unutterably bad, 
as we know it out here, with a 
‘heavy rain that hardly slackened 
‘all day long and a cold wind blow- 
ing hard and chilling us all to the 
| bone despite raincoats and pull- 
overs. 
| The King, again in a Field Mar- 
|shal’s uniform and with a gas mask 
‘across his shoulder, walked abou# 
a lot during the day, crossing mud- 
dy fields on narrow duckboards 
‘and testing the quality and quantity 
of the mud hereabouts by sliding 
|through it to blockhouses along our 
\line of defense and into gun pits, 
|where our batteries stand in a 
‘slough of despond. 

The troops awaiting him along 
the road and in battalion formation 
at various points are now hardened 
to the weather and were warmed 
by the sight of the King, who had 
come to see how they lived: As he 
passed each company the officers 
commanding shouted, “Three cheers 
for His Majesty, the King,” and 
those cheers were given with tre- 
mendous enthusiasm. There were a 
number of cars in the royal proces- 
sion, preceded by motorcyclists, but 
the King slowed down when pass- 
ing many units and got out fre- 
quently to walk down the line. 


Shouts of ‘Vive le Roi.’ 


The civilian population in the lit- 
tle villages behind the line quickly 
learned that the King was coming, 
and small groups gathered to 
shout, “Vive le Roi.” There were 
many groups of French school 
children with nuns and village 
priests among them, They waved 
Union Jacks and the Tricolor and 
had a special smile and salute 
from the King himself. 

One of. the first visits in the 
morning, accompanied by Lord 
Gort and many other high officers, 
was to one of the airdromes of the 
Royal Air Force. Some of us wait- 
ing for the King to arrive took 
shelter in a little canteen which is 
always crowded with pilots before 
and after their flights. One of 
thern with whom I chatted holds 
the Victoria Cross from the last 
war, in which he lost a leg. The 
leg was buried by his comrades 
under the impression that was all 
that was left of him, and the story 
goes that, when he came out to the 
new war, he laid a wreath on its 
grave as a private joke. He was 
among those who stood at salute 
wher, the King arrived. 

In a large hangar, the staff of 
an air squadron stood with groups 
of pilots and represeniatives of the 
R. A. F. The King questioned some 
of them about ea flight over Ger- 
many and was interested’ in the 
route they had taken and other de-

Frequent Inspections. 


During the morning the King 
traveled many miles down long, 
wet roads lined with poplars and 
halted often to inspect troops in 
villages and in the countryside. A 
number of troops were drawn up 
on each side road, and the King 
walked down their lines and was 
pleased, as all could see, by the 
warmth of their cheers after his 
inspection. 

All through the day he was in 
great good humor, chatting and 
laughing with the Commander-in- 
Chief and the officers about him. 
At one point a group of anti-air- 
craftsmen, digging in a field, 
dropped their spades and came 
cheering to the road as the royal 
car passed. Tht King next saw 
one of our batteries of 25-pounders 
and went in single file with the 
other officers down the duckboards 
across the slough of mud. 


Thousands of men who saluted 
him as he went on his way into 
the villages leading to our line of 
defense represented many English, 
Scottish and Irish battalions and 
units of our own mechanized army, 
all in their heavy raincoats on a 
day of wintry weather. The King 
ignored rain, wind and mud and 
climbed to the roof of a_ pillbox 
under construction, where he stood 
quite a time studying the lie of 
the land with the aid of maps. 

In one of these blockhouses he 
was keenly interested in the ques- 
tion of cross-fire arid other tech- 
nical matters, astonishing the offi- 
cers by his own knowledge. He 
was now in the area of the Guards, 
detachments of which, with other 
troops, were formed up in this 
neighborhood. 


Lunch at Small Cafe. 


It was time for lunch, and the 
King, with his party, went into an 
estaminet called Cafe de la Gare, 
now used as a mess for sergeants. 
and corporals. Except for a white 
cloth placed over the oilcloth on 
top of the table, everything had 
been unaltered for the royal lunch- 
eon y.

bottles of a small French cafe. On 
one of the walls was a dart-board 
and on another a simple pendulum 
clock with a loud tick-tock.

It was 
a welcome meal for the King, who 
came in cold and rubbing his hands,

that Germany has two meatless 
days a week (Monday and Friday) 
when no one is permitted to -buy 
or serve it, this would seem to al- 
low only five meat meals a week. 
But remember that fish and fowl 
are not considered meat and are 
not rationed, and you may buy and 
eat them in unlimited quantities. 


Bread is also rationed, and yet I 
defy any one to eat the entire 
amount to which he is entitled ev- 
ery week. Most Germans have at 
least a quarter of their bread cards 
left over at the end of the week. 
Although Germany is short on su- 
gar, it is not directly rationed ex- 
cept that hotels may buy only lim- 
ited quantities and sometimes the 
Sugar bowl is empty by the end of 
the day. Still more curiously, you 
need no cards to buy the rich cof- 
fee cake and pastry of .shich Ger- 
mans are so fond, and which seem 
heavy with sugar, eggs and. fat. 
You may eat all you can buy. 


Butter Rations Small. 


Butter is another matter. Rations 
are very skimpy and I have divided 
my supply so that I get two small 
curls of it—each about as big as 
your thumbnail—on my breakfast 
tray to spread on my roll. In this 
way my butter cards just come out 
even at the end of the week. And 
you may have one egg a week. 


But vegetables, potatoes, fish, 
wines, beer and many other sun- 
dries are not rationed at all and 
you may get them in unlimited 
quantities if you have the money. 
But how many people have, out- 
side those who.can afford to live 
at the better hotels? How often 
can a worker whose gold salary 
is $16 a week afford chicken? Can 
he afford to buy his limit of the 
rationed butter when it costs 70 
cents a pound? The answer .is 
that, of course, he can't. Many 
German families get along on no 
butter at all, and can afford meat 
only once a week although they 
would be allowed to have it five 
times. 


Keeping Prices Down. 


The rationing system, of course, 
helps to keep down prices. With- 
out it, a rich man might eat meat 
14 times a week. But since he is 
allowed only 100 grams (the equiv- 
alent of.a pork chop) five times a 
week, there remains a surplus 
which the middle classes are able 
to buy. 

Newspaper men stationed in Ber- 
lin receive regularly from the 
Propaganda Ministry an extra al- 
lotment of meat and butter cards, 

I have been living on the regular 
German diet, so I can report that 
the average German, if he has 
money, is decently and most ade- 
quately fed, and the restrictions are 
only a minor nuisance. 

From the looks of the people and 
the stores about me, and from gen- 
eral reports on German food re- 
serves (supposedly much greater 
than they were in the last war) 
I should say that the blockade will 
not seriously affect the nutrition of 
these people for at least two years. 


ain’s past experiences to prove that 
conferences are useless unless the 
nations participating are honorable 
and confidence-inspiring. 


Following the line which the

Conflict in Views. 


There are two conflicting views 
here which will have to be recon- 
ciled. One is the view I expressed 
yesterday, the growing feeling here, 
especially in air circles, that the 
moment has come to add Russia to 
Germany as an enemy, persuading 
Scandinavia that resistance is es- 
sential if Russian expansionism is 
not to be extended westward. An- 
other argument in favor of this 
policy is the strong American re- 
vulsion and the feeling here that 
Britain cannot say that she is fight- 
ing aggression if Russia’s actions 
are allowed to go unanswered, 

The other view, wnich definitely 
has the upper hand now, is that 
a declaration of war on Russia 
would be playing the German game; 
that Russian aggression is the 
direct outcome of the German, 
which must be dealt with first, 
whereafter Russia can be punished.

While it is true that Britain is 
probably giving réal assistance to 
Finland, which for strategic rea- 
sons’ cannot be disclosed, the pres- 
sure .of public opinion here and 
throughout the world is such that 
the British Government will be 
forced to do more at Geneva than 
give a pious expression of dis- 
approval of the Russian invasion. 
But until the French and British 
attitudes are reconciled, it is im-

Real Sympathy for Finns. 


She is infuriated at the ruthless 
treatment meted out to the Finns 
by Moscow. So far as sympathy 
goes—though here it is only rarely 
combined as yet with a desire to 
enter the war in defense of any- 
body—we are at one with the Brit- 
ish. There is something about 
Russia’s assault on Finland that 
has struck home to American 
breasts more keenly than was the 
case in the attacks on Czecho-Slo- 
vakia and Poland. For one thing, 
both those other victims of aggres- 
sion were bigger than Finland; 
both had far stronger armies; both 
were (or, at least, seemed to be) 
within reach of aid from the out- 
side. But Finland is_ different. 
Weaker than Czechs and Poles, de- 
prived of any prospect of direct 
help, heroic in the face of deadly 
menace, the Finns have won the 
complete sympathy of Americans 
and British from the outset of their 
ordeal. 


But, in London and Washing- 
ton, the governments draw back. 
These are desperate days. The 
possibility of having Russia lined 
up against Germany in the future 
has never been forgotten among 
British statesmen. In Washington, 
that possibility also shines—dimly 
one day, brightly the next. Various 
excuses have been put forward of- 
ficially in defense of retaining our 
Ambassador at Moscow, of keeping 
up the semblance of friendly rela- 
tions with the Kremlin. 


But the real reason has been 
dissembled. The truth of the mat- 
ter is that, if Stalin should hint 
tomorrow that he was through with 
the strange pal of his, Hitler, that 


from steering long trainloads of 
other Rumanian products, urgently 
needed by the Germans, toward the 
embattled Reich. If he should do 
that, what price English and Amer- 
ican objections to Russian expan- 
sion at the expense of Rumania? 
Watching Russia profit by cynical 
disregard of the rights of her 
neighbors i8 a bitter pill for anti- 
German: belligerents and neutrals 
to swallow. But a still bitterer one 
would be the conviction that the 
Russian-German alliance was a 
genuine one, that it was here to 
stay, that Stalin really meant to 
do his utmost for Hitler in the lat- 
ter’s battle against the democra- 
cies—both those in Europe, now 
fighting him, and those still neu- 
tral, like ourselves, but most em- 
phatically anti-Hitler in words and 
thought if not in deeds. 


If Stalin should actually begin 
turning his back on Germany—or 
seem to be doing so—the problem 
of how to keep one sympathizing 
with Finland (and, maybe, with 
Rumania) while, at the same time, 
backing the new anti-German Rus- 
sia, would be one ta tax the most 
ingenious hair-splitters in exist- 
ence, :

An Alderman on Flight From the City. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

S author of a resolution unanimously 

adopted some two weeks ago by the 
Board of Aldermen concerning the grow- 
ing exodus of families into St. Louis 
County, I would like to say that the ar- 
ticle in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch re- 
vealed interesting items which every citi- 
gen of St. Louis and St. Louis County 
should study. 

The newspapers and civic’ leaders 
should be complimented on their efforts 
to solve the smoke situation. While it is 
true the smoke problem is a potent fac- 
tor in the migration into St. Louis Coun- 
ty, nevertheless there are other impor- 
tant factors which enter into the matter, 
such as zoning, rigid building restrictions 
and the high cost of building small homes. 

The family which builds in certain sec- 
tions of the county, as outlined in your 
article, does not derive the advantages 
which the City of St. Louis offers, such 
as public services of all kinds, and fire 
and police protection, which rank among 
the foremost in the country. 

As far as the tax rate is concerned, the 
St. Louis rate is among the lowest per 
capita in the country and offers numer- 
ous advantages, such as water supply, 
parks and sewerage, etc. 

The flight into the county and economic 
conditions have forced St. Louis to buy in 
real estate for non-payment of taxes, and, 
if the situation is not remedied, we will 
find ourselves in the real estate business. 

Further, numerous buildings have been 
razed, incurring a tax loss to the city. If 
some plan could be worked out and put 
in effect by the Legislature which would 
waive payment of taxes for a given peri- 
od, say after five years, this, I believe, 
would solve the matter, if not inconsistent 
with other State laws. 

St. Louis has not grown in population 
as rapidly as other major cities. In fact, 
San Francisco, Baltimore and Boston are 
right on our heels. The cities of Los 
Angeles and Cleveland annexed suburban 
territory, and, I believe, it has proved 
beneficial to all concerned. 

To my mind, if a borough plan were put 
before the voters of St. Louis and St. 
Louis County, it would bring about differ- 
ent results. The county is in need of nu- 
mérous municipal services. 

The Chamber of Commerce annually 
spends money inviting industry to locate 
in St. Louis, and I believe it would be a 
good idea to conduct an educational cam- 
paign to let the taxpayers know just what 
they are getting for every dollar they 
contribute toward taxes. This might tend 
to stem the exodus.

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SMOKE: A GOOD BEGINNING. 

The citizens’ smoke conference, held yesterday at 
the instance of Mayor Dickmann, may be accepted 
by the people of St. Louis as a token that their worst 
problem is being attacked with alacrity and thorough- 
ness. 

Unlike so many affairs of this kind, the gathering 
was carefully planned. The Mayor was no® content 
merely to invite a score or two of “good hames,” 
and to provide an opportunity for a few hastily con- 
sidered speeches, ; 

Instead, he presented to the gathering three care- 
fully considered programs. These were drawn up 
by members of his administration—Joseph M. Darst, 
director of public welfare; Raymond R. Tucker, 
commissioner of smoke regulation, and Frank J, Mc- 
Devitt, director of streets and sewers. The last re- 
port was also concurred in by Baxter L. Brown, 
president of the board of public service, and Edward 
E. Wall, director of public utilities. In addition, 
those at the meeting were conversant with the pro- 
posals put forward by the Post-Dispatch and the 
other St. Louis newspapers. 

They were asked to write out their own sugges 
tions and proposals, and all of these are to be con- 
sidered by a special cofnmittee to be appointed by the 
Mayor. This, of course, is as it should be. Ridding 
St. Louis of its smoke blight is a major task. It 
should not be undertaken lightly. Every possibility 
should be explored. Only in that way can the best 
solution to the problem be found. 

It is no departure from this attitude to say that 
Mr. Darst’s proposals come as near being the sought- 
for solution as is possible in the face of the realities 
which must be considered. In brief, he called for 
the establishment of municipal coal yards in the 
area bounded by Eighteenth street and Grand boule- 
vard and Cass and Chouteau avenues. These yards 
are to sell such processed, smokeless fuel as is now 
available. : 

Further, he suggested a WPA project which would 
put each block in this area in charge of a man 
trained to instruct householders in the proper burn- 
ing of processed coal. These men would keep an eye 
on the chimney tops of their districts, and would visit 
each home as often as necessary to insure the most 
efficient use of smokeless fuel. 

Mr. Darst’s suggestions, which agree in the main 
with those set forth editorially by the Post-Dispatch 
ou Nov. 26, have the great virtue of permitting an 
immediate start on smoke elimination. In addition, 
this plan keeps in mind the economic necessity of 
using Illinois soft coal and of making it available in 
a processed form at the lowest possible price. It is 
the blueprint of a solid beginning on which future 
improvements may be built. 

Mr. Tucker suggested the progressive moderniza- 
tion of heating plants so that most homes and indus- 
trial establishments would be equipped to burn coal 
smokelessly, or be compelled to use special fuels, 
by Oct. 1, 1941. As to water heaters and stoves, his 
time-table would become effective on Oct. 1, 1942. 
Mr. McDevitt’s proposals were more tentative. He 
suggested, but did not recommend, the building of a 
municipal coke plant, as well as the possible pur- 
chase of the Laclede Gas Light Co. (which makes 
both coke and gas) by the city and local capital, and 
the establishment of central heating plants. All of 
these would require both time and money—perhaps 
more money than St. Louis can afford, and certainly. 
more time. 

We hope that the Mayor’s committee will preserve 
a sense of proportion as it formulates its recom- 
mendations. The smoke problem will soon be in its 
hands. Suggestions already have been made that will 
greatly facilitate ite work. It will have an opportu- 
nity to perform one of the greatest civic services in 
the history of St. Louis. 
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THE PENNSYLVANIA’S WELCOME EXAMPLE. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad has stepped out in front 
in the matter of the use of the Municipal Bridge. It 
has conducted test runs and found the bridge and 
railroad approaches satisfactory. Now it announces 
that it will operate its trains over the long idle, 
better route as soon as it can obtain permission from 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to do so. 

The Pennsylvania is to be congratulated on taking 
this lead. Here at last is action, and action alone will 
clear away the 10-year controversy between the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association and the City of St. Louis 
over the Eads Bridge-Municipal Bridge exchange. 

Did the Pennsylvania grow tired of the seemingly 
endless backing and filling of the Terminal? We can 
well imagine that it did. In any case, the Pennsyl- 
vania isu’t talking about 50-year franchises and other 
points over which the Terminal is still balking.

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HELP FOR ST. LOUIS’ NEEDY. 

Two steps in the right direction, toward meeting 
the city’s relief needs, have been worked out at the 
conference between Gov. Stark, Mayor Dickmann and 
State WPA officials. The first will be the launching 
of three large WPA projects, to provide work for an 
undetermined number of employables.. The second 
is an increase in the local social security staff, to 
speed up the admission of eligibles to the relief rolls, 

Helpful as these steps will be, they fall short of 
solving the larger aspects of the problem. The fact 
still remains that there is not enough money avail- 
able to last out the biennium, and if more persons 
are admitted to the rolls during the winter months, 
spending will have to be at a more rapid rate than 
heretofore. Unless the WPA projects are gigantic, 
many unemployed will still lack living resources. 

The necessity for a special session of the Legisla- 
ture to provide more funds is not removed by the new 
measures. It is clear that no participant in the con- 
ference considers that the need for an eventual addi- 
tional appropriation has been eliminated, since the 
plan is presented merely as a “big help,” and not as a 
complete solution.

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ANOTHER PLEA FOR SCHOOL MERGERS. 

The breadth of the survey made by the American 
Youth Commission, of which Owen D. Young is act- 
ing chairman, becomes more and more clear as it 
continues issuing reports on its findings. Previ- 
ous statements have dealt with employment and 
health; the latest takes up the problems of educa- 
tion. The commission finds grave deficiencies in 
the American school system. It notes that nearly 
1,000,000 American children are not enrolled in 
school, and that the facilities in many sections are of 
poor quality. Numerous suggestions for improving 
this situation are made, one of them on a phase we 
mentioned recently: 

The amalgamation of small units of school ad- 

* ministration must be vigorously pushed. More ° 
than half the 120,000 local school districts in 
the nation, with their separate overhead organi- 
zations, support and administer only a single 
one-teacher school.. Most of the other districts 
are much too small for effective and economical 
administration and supervision. If the total 
number of school districts in the United States 
were reduced to a few thousand at most, the 
quality of education for millions of children 
could be vastly improved. 

This is a suggestion Missouri should take seriously 
to heart, not only for the sake of improved educa- 
tional facilities, but also because the schools each 
biennium get an exorbitant share of the State’s rev- 
enues, of which the excess should go to relief. It is 
encouraging to see that an effort for a start in this 
direction is being made in St. Louis County, in the 
suggestion by Mansfield C. Bay, civic leader, for a 
survey of its 92 school districts.

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1940 CAMPAIGN SUGGESTION. 

President Roosevelt has his idea for speeding up 
politics—designating later dates for the nominating 
conventions next year—but that isn’t altogether sat- 
isfactory.

By the time the eligi- 
ble list worked around to Roosevelt, he should be 
ready to say whether he was getting into the ring, 
and certainly public interest would be at fever heat.

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DOWNING STREET PICKET LINE. 
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ECRETARY HOPKINS has launched an 
S interdepartmental committee to co-op- 

erate with state and civic groups in clear- 
ing away obstructions to free commerce 
caused by interstate trade barriers. That 
the move is one of prime necessity is abund- 
antly illustrated in a pamphlet just pub- 
lished by the Public Affairs Committee. 

“State Trade Walls,” by F. Eugene Melder, 
directs attention to the virtual embargo that 
state Legislatures have imposed on certain 
out-of-state goods to “protect” their home 
industries. There is a serious threat to the 
functioning of a wide national market in 
these short-sighted restrictions. Like trade 
walls among nations, they seek to stop the 
sale of “foreign” goods “at home,” while 
pushing the sale of home produce abroad—a 
delusory policy since, as the pamphlet points 
out, “you can’t sell unless you buy.” 

Though states are prohibited by the Con- 
stitution from raising barriers, in the form 
of duties, against imports from other states, 
they can cripple out-of-state competition by 
discriminatory tariffs that fall largely with- 
in the definition of states’ rights. 

State governments, for instance, are free 
to insist on using only local products and 
services in public buildings, works and in- 
stitutions, and 47 of them do s0 to varying 
degrees. One state—we hope it is not Ten- 
nessee—goes so far as to require that its 

ublic-school textbooks be printed within its 

undaries, Because home products often 
cost more, these practices are directly felt 
by the taxpayer. 

State laws governing widths, weights and 
other specifications of commercial vehicles 
constitute one of the strongest of state trade 
barriers. A glance at the havoc they are 
capable of creating almost makes us sym- 
pathize with Frits Kuhn, who spent $717 
out of the funds of the German-American 
Bund to move the furniture of a lady friend 
around the country. 
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There was a Texan, used as an example 
by Mr. Melder, who wanted to move his 
household goods to West Virginia by van. 
The Texan's truckman found he couldn't 
make. the trip by the direct route because 
10 miles of it passed through Kentucky, 
where his truck was ruled out by a length of 
two feet.

Ex-President Setting Up Or- 
ganization After Talk 
With Envoy. 


PALO ALTO, Cal., Dec. 6 (AP).— 


Former President Herbert Hoover 
undertook yesterday to set up an 
organization to appeal for and co- 
ordinate American contributions to 
the homeless in Finland. 

Hoover began the work after a 
telephone conversation with the 
Finnish Minister at Washington, 
who had been in communication 
with his Government. 

The ex-President had a large part 
in the organization of the same 
service for Poland, work now op- 
erating under the direction of 
Chauncey McCormick of Chicago. 

Hoover said he would make a 
statement outlining the Finnish re- 
lief organization within a few days. 


Red Cross to Accept Contributions 
for Finnish Relief. 

WASHINGTON; Dec. 6 (AP).— 
The Red Cross announced last 
night that appeals for aid were 
being received from Finland and 
that local chapters would receive 
public contributions. 

An initial appropriation of $25,000 
has been made, of which $10,000 
has been used to buy medicines in 
London and send them to Finland 
by airplane.

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How Marshal Wu Blocked Puppet 
Japanese Government for China 


Retired Warlord Drove Tokyo General Who 
Sought His Aid Almost to Hara Kari— 
Died Soon After Final Refusel. 


PEIPING, Dec. 6 (AP). — The 
death of Marshal Wu Pei-fu was 
preceded by a fantastic Oriental 
intrigue in which he drove’ a Jap- 
anese General to the threat of hara 
kiri by stubbornly refusing to help 
form a Japanese-controlled govern- 
ment for China, a reliable source 
declared. today. 

Wu, known before his retirement 
as “the only honest war lord in 
China,” died Monday. An infected 
tooth was announced as the cause 
of death. 

The following story, related by a 
source close to him, is substantiat- 
ed in many details by Japanese 
army sources: 

Several months ago, the Japanese 
army assigned Major-General Ka- 
wamoto to the sole mission of per- 
suading Wu Pei-fu to participate 
in, or at least to support, a Jap- 
anese-sponsored government for 
China. Kawamoto is a pupil and 
subordinate of Japan’s ace secret 
agent, Lieutenant-General Kenji 
Doihara, who previously had tried 
to win Wu's aid, but had succeeded 
only in buying off various Marshals 
of the Wu retinue. 

Wu for thé last 12 years or so 
had devoted himself to a study of 
the Buddhist classics, and, in an 
effort to ingratiate himself, Kawa- 
moto became a disciple of Wu in 
the study of Buddhism. Wu's an- 
swer remained an adamant “no,” 


Answer to Prayer Stacked. 

Wu previously repeatedly had 
stalled off the Japanese by last- 
minute maneuvers and by present- 
ing exorbitant terms for his aid. 

Three weeks ago, Kawamoto re- 
turned to Peiping from conferences 
in Japan and Shanghai and in- 
formed Wu the Japanese Govern- 
ment and its Chinese collaborator, 
Wang Ching-wei, were ready to 
accept Wu’s demands. These were 
that Wu would head the proposed 
government, that he must have his 
own sphere of influence in Peip- 
ing or Nanking, and that he must 
be accorded real military and po- 
litical powers. 

When Wu continued to tem- 


porize, Kawamoto told him he 
(Kawamoto) had lost enough face 
already, and that unless Wu acted 
immediately he intended to commit 
hara kiri in Wu's home. 

Wu said he must consult his 
god before: giving a final answer: 
He accordingly ascended a sacred 
platform in his home, as he was 
accustomed to do twice weekly, and 
there knelt before an -image of 
Buddha and asked for divize guid- 
ance in drawing his answer from 

a series of specially-prepared lots. 

It was said the altar attendants, 
in the pay of the Japanese, had 
stacked the lots. At any rate, Wu 
drew a reply which advised: 

“Emerge and save your people; 

otherwise you might meet unex- 
pected mishaps.” 
Kawamoto and many prominent 
Chinese witnessed the ceremony, 
but Wu, in obvious anger, ignored 
them. Striking a table with his 
fist, he shouted, “Not only men 
compel me, but God also!” 


Fatal Iliness Follows. 

That was 13 days ago. 

One day later, Wu contracted “a 
political illness” and refused to see 
Kawamoto. 

Two days later, he was reported 
stricken with a tooth infection, and 
last Monday he died. 

When Wu became ill, Kawamoto 
also was reported officially to have 
entered a hospital, by coincidence or 
perhaps as a result of his failure 
to lure the old Marshal from retire- 
ment. He arose, however, in time 
to be at Wu's bedside when death 
came. , 

Wu's long refusal to assist the 
Japanese was admittedly a compli- 
cating factor in the Japanese pro- 
gram. 

Wang Ching-wei, one-time Chi- 
nese Republican Premier, frequent- 
ly has been mentioned as the prob- 
able top figure in the government 
which Japan hopes to establish, but 
informed persons believe the Jap- 
anese army of North China is cool 
toward him. Hencé, Wu’s aid was 
much sought.

in smal: type in two newspapers 
this morning. It is made by Sir 
Warren Fisher, predecessor of Sir 
Horace Wilson as head of the civil 
service and treasury, and it coun- 
teracts front-page stories of Ger- 
many’s worsened economic situation 
as a result of the British blockade. 
Fisher stresses the need for real 
economic planning under the uni- 
fied direction of one minister in the 
War Cabinet, instead of four minis- 
ters and hundreds of bureaucrats. 

Moreover, Britain’s resources are 
not-so much greater than Germa- 
ny’s, and there is no need to mis- 
use them. He finds the “industries 
of this country interfered with by 
controllers, sub-controllers and sub- 
sub-controllers Showering 
ispanners and monkey wrenches into 
the industrial machine—our exports 
trade interfered with and handi- 
capped in every possible way. By 
our export trade we live, 

While this attack is interpreted in 
some quarters as direct criticism of 
Sir Horace Wilson, who, as head of 
the civil service, is tn a position to 
prevent bureaucracy and to insure 
co-ordination, it is at the same time 
an indictment of the whole govern- 
ment policy on the home front as 
well as abroad. 

It is the view of most responsible 
members of Parliament that it will 
take a really severe blow to awaken 
the country to the need for a 
change to a Government able to 
make decisions and decide how the 
country’s efforts are to be directed, 
both at home and abroad—to elimi- 
nate competition between service 
departments for supplies, and to de- 
cide which service is the most tm- 
portant for winning the war.

The object of this diplomatic ac- 
tion should be to rally the neutrals 
who are indirectly menaced, to en- 
courage them to unite and ta give 
them the diplomatic and economic 
backing of Italy and the United 
States. 


This is a policy of diplomatic and 
economic intervention forsthe pur- 
pose of stopping, before it goes any 
further, the Communist aggression 
against the democracies of North- 
ern Europe. It invokes risk and 
trouble. The only question is wheth- 
er the risks and the trouble will be 
smaller if we act energetically now 
than if we wait until Finland has 
fallen, and the horror we are now 
witnessing moves westward over 
Sweden and Norway.

BOUT a year ago, the Securities and Exchange 
Commission began an investigation into alle- 
gations of political activities by fornter offi- 

cers of Union Electric Company of Missouri. 


From time to time, the Company and The North 
American Company, of which it 1s a subsidiary, have 
received inquiries from St. Louis newspapers as to 
their intentions with respect to various phases of the 
matter. This is a proper activity on the part of the 
press in carrying out its obligation to the public to 
disseminate full information on matters affecting the 
public interest. 


_As.a public utility, Union Electric Company rec- 
ognizes that it has obligations to the public greatly 
beyond those of ordinary businesses. 


Although, obviously, a-difficulty arises in the fact 
that in a continuing situation like this policies. and 
statements cannot be made and changed and an- 
nounced from day to day, it has been our policy to in- 
form the public of every important decision affecting 
the interests of all those concerned. ‘This statement is 
made in pursuance of that policy. 


Those whose interests are concerned in this mat- 
ter are: the public; the thousands of our employees; 
the many thousands of securities holders whose funds 
are invested in the business; the present management; 
and the former officers of the Union Electric Company. 


The people of St. Louis are familiar with the de- 
velopments of the past year. In the latter part of 1938 
an official investigation was initiated by the Securities 
and Exchange Commission which has the power of 
subpoena of books and records, as well as the right of 
examination under oath, The Union Electric Com- 
pany has facilitated this inqypiry-by making its records 
conveniently available to the Commission’s inves- 
tigators and by making available all of its employees 
for examination. 


On May 16,1939, a joint conference was held 
among executive officers of Union Electric Company 
and The North American Company. It was deter- 


mined that the officers of Union Electric Company, 
against whom allegations had been made, would find ¥ 


it necessary to occupy themselves with the details of 
the inquiry, while the matters involved in the investi- 
gation were being clarified. They could not possibly 
be responsible at the same time for the efficient opera- 
tion of an extensive and vital public service. They and 
The North American Company announced, therefore, 
that those officers would withdraw from active man- 
agement and that, under the circumstances, their full 
salaries were being continued, 


Frankly, in arriving at these decisions both com- 
panies were concerned not only with their public and 
corporate responsibilities, but with the very human 
element involved. 


We were conscious of the responsibility of main- 
taining a policy which would in no way unfairly pre- 
judge the truth or falsity of charges which had not 
then, and have not yet, been brought to trial. It is 
fundamental, under our system of government, that 
every'mani is presumed innocent of wrong-doing until 
he has had his day in court. In this country, govern- 
ment itself is insistent upon the preservation of this 
right. We felt the Company could not be less con-' 
siderate than government. 


We were conscious, too, that human values ought 
never to be outweighed by corporate interests. The 
former officers had devoted a large part of their lives 
to the service of Union Electric Company. No one had 
disputed that under their management the Company 
maintained the highest standards of service and 
served the public at rates which are among the lowest 
in the country. 


To have taken action which would destroy the 
public position or future of these men would have 
been not only unjust and inconsiderate of their right 
to have adequate opportunity to defend themselves; it 
would have impaired the morale of more than 3,000 
capable and loyal employees e in serving the 
public. In that event, who thereafter would have had 
even a shred of faith in the loyalty of the Company 
to its employees? 


At the time last spring when the former officers 
withdrew, it seemed reasonable to believe that the in- 
vestigation, which had already been under way for 


nearly six months, would be completed within a rela- 
tively short time. Now, we approach the beginning of 
a new year, and we are still not in a position to know 
what further time may be required to complete the 
investigation. 


This being so, we come face to face with the neces-. 
sity meanwhile of determining upon the course of ac- 
tion which will best serve the greatest interest. This is 
the interest of the citizens of St. Louis and of the other 
territories served by the Union Electric System. This 
interest dictates that nothing must be allowed to con- 
flict in any way with the maintaining of an efficient, 
permanent organization capable of providing the 
public with the kind of service it has so long received 
from the Union Electric Company. 


If this is to be done, if we are to continue our 
policy of helping to provide proper facilities for the 
future growth and prosperity of St. Louis and the 
territory we serve, management must undertake—and 
we now announce—a program which has been in 
course of development for some time involving the in- 
vestment of more than $20,000,000. 


This is the largest construction program under- 
taken by the Union Electric System in recent years. 
The newspapers have already reported the Company's 
plans to overcome smoke conditions at its Ashley 
Street plant. Our plans call for expenditures for a simi- 
lar purpose at the other plants. Work must soon be un- 
dertaken in the construction of a new power plant at 
Venice, which, together with new boilers to be installed 
in Ashley Street, will add approximately 100,000 kilo- 
watts to the power capacity of the System: Changes 
are to be made in equipment in the Madison County, 
Iowa, region, which will provide sixty-cycle lighting, 
instead of the present twenty-five-cycle lighting. In 
addition, several million dollars will be expended for 
general extensions and improvements. 


A decision has been reached to proceed with this 
large construction program under which many mil- 
lions of dollars will be expended for the purchase of 


equipment and materials, and for the wages of the . 


thousands who will obtain new employment as 4 re- 
sult of this work. 


All of this involves a large executive job—a 
job which will require the making of many important 
decisions. A program to provide the necessary financ- 
ing must be set up. Bids and estimates must be ob- 
tained and studied, contracts must be awarded, and 
various responsibilities assigned to personnel. 


We can see but one course open, if this program, 
serving a broad public interest, is to be efficiently 
earried out. We announce at this time, therefore— 
and nothing in this action is to be construed as pre- 
judgment of the issues to which the former officers of 
Union Electric Company are giving their attention— 
that the management placed in office last spring is 
permanent. William McClellan, president; Edward T, 
Gushee, executive vice-president, and John A. Wood- 
bridge, vice-president, have come to St. Louis to make 
their homes. They are in charge of the Union Electric 
System and of the $20,000,000 program of construc- 
tion and civic betterment which lies immediately 
ahead. Upon them devolves the responsibility for see- 
ing to it that Union Electric Company maintains a 
course in public affairs, as well as a standard of service 
to the public, which reflects the mutual interest of the 
public utility company and the public it serves. 


In view of the uncertainty as to the time which 
may still be required to reach a final determination of 


the issues raised in the investigation, and in view of 
the now announced permanency of th 


e new 
ment, it follows that the salaries of the former officers 
must be discontinued at the end of this year. Effective 
January 1, Louis H. E 
C. Laun, who resigned their offices as president, exec- 
utive vice-president and vice-president to devote their 
attention to the investigation, will receive com - 
tion from the Company at the rates of $1,500, $1,500

Baby 
B at 18 months weighs 30 pounds, 
is short, fat and dimpled, For a 
baby of Italian parentage, this is 
natural. At 18 months of age a 
baby of English parentage weighs 
28 pounds and is rather long and 
thin. At the same age a baby of 
German parentage is wide and 
stocky and weighs 27 pounds. A 
Negro baby with a small trunk and 
long extremities weighs 26 pounds 
and a Puerto Rican baby the same 
age weighs 24 pounds. The sta- 
tistical average for 18 months is 
supposed to be 26 pounds, yet all 
the babies mentioned are normal 
and healthy. 


What is the best and purest kind 
of soap? 

It is not possible to be dogmatic 
about this. Most soaps which can 
be purchased commercially are 
mild and pure. White soaps are 
not necessarily more pure than 
other kinds because they are 
bleached; they possibly contain a 
slight excessive alkali, which may 
be irritating to extremely delicate 
skins. On the other hand, not all 
colored soaps have a natural color. 
The natural color of soap is green 
or yellow, depending on the oils 
used in its manufacture. For prac- 
tical purposes, any toilet soap in or- 
dinary use, except artificially col- 
ored and perfumed soaps, is satis- 
factory for delicate skin and bab 


skin. 


What is the status of the refugee 
physician coming to the United 
States? 

From 1930 to 1938, 3165 immi- 
grant physicians’ were admitted to 
the United States; of these, 1221 
came from Germany and Austria. 
During the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1989, 1384 immigrant physicians 
came to this country, of whom 819 
came from Germany, including the 
area formerly known as Austria. 

In most states physicians cannot 
be licensed to practice until they 
have taken out their citizenship 
papers, or at least their first citi- 
zenship papers. In four states, Ari- 
zona, California, Indiana and Ver- 
mont, and the District of Columbia, 
neither citizenship nor first papers 
are required. In 27 states citizen- 
ship is required before license to 
practice is granted, and in the 
others first papers are required,

The General Electric Co., in its 
plastic division at Pittsfield, Mass., 
is turning out the heels at the 
rate of 5000 pairs a day, limited 
only by production facilities while 
orders are clamoring to be filled 
from shoe factories in the higher 
price ranges. 


Inquiries about the new product 
are coming in from everywhere as 
shoe manufacturers realize heels 
made of textolite cellulose acetate 
possess many advantages over 
wooden heels which in their turn 
were an improvement over leather 
heels. Women are sure to like 
them, manufacturers believe, be- 
cause hollow as they are, they are 
even lighter than wooden heels. 
Also they have a certain amount 
of resiliency which takes the shock 
out of walking and, because of the 
flexibility and toughness of the 
material, nails guided into the in- 
terior honeycombed construction 
become firmly imbedded and can- 
not be pulled out or the ‘heel 
wrenched off as sometimes hap- 
pens with wooden heels. They are 
practically indestructible, won't 
scuff, split or chip or scratch, or 
if they do, being of one color all 
the way through, a scratch doesn’t 
show. And made according to the 
Pearson and Walsh plan they can’t 
lose their leather hee] taps. 


Conservative women will like 
them because they are practical, 
and a great many more of the friv- 
olous sex, it is hoped, will like 
them because they can be highly 
decorative and prove another way 
of attracting attention to shoes that 
can hardly be more whimsical and 
fantastic than they are these days. 


Remember the illuminated heels 
of the dancing chorus of “On Your 
Toes” at the Muny Opera last 
summer? Flashing in the dark 
like a troup of educated fireflies, 
those were hollow, transparent 
plastic heels wired with neon 
lights, the first spectacular pre- 
sentation of the Pearson heels and 


the first appearance of such an 
effect on any stage. 

Plastic heels may be transpar- 
ent or opaque, match the shoes or 
contrast with them and they may 
be had in an infinite variety of col- 
ors. When clear and glittering in 
jewel tones they look as if illumi- 
nated from within even without 
neon lighting. It strikes me what 
admirable tail lights or reflectors 
they will.make during St. Louis 
day-time blackouts. 

Whether women like plastic heels 
or not they are being hailed as a 
boon by shoemakers who have al- 
ways had trouble, it seems, with :

needed was a material or method 
of constructing heels that would 
eliminate the excessive breaking of 
wooden heels: The breakage occurs 
both in forming the heels and in 
attaching them, due to irregulari- 
ties in wood grain and texture.
